For the purpose of providing 
better service to the public, and 
to- bring about still greater econ¬ 
omies and efficiency, the Regi¬ 
stry of Deeds will move into the 
former S.I.S. building if present 
•plans are carried through. The 
first floor location will offer 
greater public accessibility. The 
bank vaults will be utilized for 
the storage of plans. The bank 
floor plan will allow for the con¬ 
finement of the complete Reg¬ 


istry operation -with its various 
departments. This move ha.s been 
commended by members of the 
Register’s of Deeds Association 
and I believe it is an important 
step in making our Registry the 
best in the Commonwealth. 

As we all know, costs have ris¬ 
en throughout the entire State. 
As family expenditures have in¬ 
creased, so have the operating ex¬ 
penses of all businesses, both 
public and private. In spite of in¬ 
creased expenditures, I have 
been able to turn over to the tax¬ 
payers, during my tenure as Reg¬ 
ister, a profit of $121,459,87. I 
pledge a continuation of this 
same business-like administra¬ 
tion.
